In this third volume of his memoirs M, Maurice Paléologue 
completes a remarkable historic document which has all 
the charm, grip and movement of a great work of fiction. 
The two previous volumes covered the period from July, 
1914, to August, 1916, and in the English translation ran 
to four and five editions. Now that the work has reached 
its conclusion, it only remains to say without exaggeration 
that had Turgeniev lived through the Russian Revolution 
this diplomat’s diary might fear 
a rival. As last ambassador to 
the Russian Court, M. Paléologue 
had one idea: the war must be 
won and French interests main- 
tained. As a man of letters, M. 
Paléologue remained a dis- 
passionate observer who presents 
a candid, faithful and daily 
picture of Russia on the eve of 

revolution. His account of the 
great upheaval of 1917 must 
rank as a first hand and reliable 
source. Nicholas II is very 
sympathetically sketched while 
the sombre figure of Rasputin, 
the romantic personality of 
Kerensky, the ascetic fanaticism 
of Lenin, the cautious genius of 
Miliukov stand out against the 
background of a society in 
turmoil and transition. The 
translation is admirably done 
by Mr. F. A. Holt, O.B.E. 
There are ten exclusive drawings 
and other illustrations.

Meredith wrote of him: ‘It is in the 
sonnets that he takes high rank among 
the poets of his time.’’ Besides being a 
poet, he was a considerable scholar, and a 
rebel ; in Trafalgar Square on ‘ Bloody 
Sunday ’’ (November, 1886) he experienced 
“the pleasure of being batoned and 
floored.’’ Partly he has been allowed to 
suffer an eclipse because the methods he 
employed in publishing his verses were so 
obscure: of his eight volumes, six were 
issued from the provinces (under the 
nom de plume of Evelyn Douglas). But 
partly, too, his eclipse is due to his own 
inherent lack of vitality as a poet. Mr. 
Henry Salt, in his little preface to this 
selection, is inclined to eulogy. But it 
must be confessed that Barlas’s verse is 
somewhat tenuous, and lacking in convic- 
tion. He was a mystic; but he had not 
the power to clarify his vision in verse ; 
for a mystic must write at whitest heat, 
or not at all. Yet sometimes, especially 
in the sonnets, there is evident what 
Meredith called ‘‘ a nobility of sentiment’”’ 
—in proof of which we quote the following 
example : 
‘‘ When in the lonely stillness of the tomb 
I voiceless lie and cold, omit not thou 
To sing and dance as merrily as 
now: 


Bring roses once a year in fullest bloom, 
And rather than that thou shouldst come 


in gloom, 
Bring thy new love with thee: together 
bow 
O’er the green mound that hides the quiet 
brow— 
Yea, I would bless his babe within thy 
womb. 


How can love be, where jealousy is not ? 
How shall I say? This only: I have 


borne

The ‘“ popular song ”’ in this country is a peculiar product, 
and a record of the people’s songs is a miniature of history, 
for so many of them are topical, at any rate in their allu- 
sions. ‘‘ The music-hall song,”” says Mr. Scott in his very 
interesting preface, “‘ has the true note of tradition, and 
the rise, in an incredibly short space of time, of the enor- 
mously popular comic and serio-comic vocalists shows how 
quickly an organic instinct can reassert itself.’’ That is 
the secret of what we may call the ‘‘ crowd-song,”’ and of 
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the charming modern revival of community singing. The 
compiler of this collection divides his book (most of which 
consists of the songs themselves, both words and music) 
into two parts—eighteenth century songs and nineteenth 
century songs. The second part will bring back memories 
to some readers who would not like to be called ‘ old ’’— 
Grandfather’s Clock,” ‘‘ The Old Arm-chair,’’ for 
instance. With the majority of these songs one’s impres- 
sion is strong of their triviality ; the art of the singer was 
the chief reason why they caught the fancy of the public. 
Some are relics 
of folk-song; 
some are semi- 
political; others 
are amorous or 
bacchanalian. 
Mr. Scott briefly 
traces the story 
of popular song 
in the preface, 
and we_ should 
like to have from 
him a more 
lengthy treat- 
ment of the 
theme.

CRATHIE AND BRAEMAR: A HISTORY 
OF THE UNITED PARISH. 
By the Rev. Joun Srirton. 21s. (Milne & Hutchison.) 
To compile the story of an English or Scottish parish 
isa very laudable ambition. Year by year the list of these 
histories has been steadily growing, and each of them is 
a welcome addition to the literature of locality. Crathie 
and Braemar have been described in Dr. Profeit’s ‘‘ Under 
Lochnagar”’ andin Mrs. Patricia Lindsay’s‘‘ Recollections 
of a Royal Parish.’’ These, however, are but gleanings 
from the field. It has been left to the present incumbent 
of Crathie to furnish the most thorough and exhaustive 
account that could be given of this delightful district of 
the Upper Dee. Mr. Stirton’s volume shows ample evi- 
dence of the indefatigable research necessary for such a 
work, and of an anxiety to provide once for all the 
complete record of an unusually interesting and attrac- 
tive parish. The book is a truly sumptuous one, some- 
what ponderous, consisting of no fewer than 476 thick- 
paper pages. But there isno ponderousness in the work 
itself. Every chapter is full of its own charm for the lover 
of parochial lore, and the number of finely-produced 
portraits and illustrations forms an acceptable feature. 
Crathie’s place in the public eye depends chiefly on the 
fact that Balmoral Castle is in the parish. That royal 
residence has made Crathie a familiar name throughout 
the English-speaking world. Yet the parish had royal 
memories long before Balmoral leapt into celebrity. 
Kindrochit Castle, within its bounds, is said to have been 
built by Malcolm Canmore. Many regal charters were 
signed within its now ruined walls. Robert the Second 
was a frequent visitor. The Earls of Mar, overlords of 
the district, were progenitors of the Stuart dynasty and, 
through the Stuarts, of our own House of Windsor. 
Curiously, in what is now a centre of Scottish loyalty, 
the standard of revolt against the Hanovers was unfurled 
by the Earl of Mar in 1715.

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Mr. Stirton gives interesting notices of the Farquharson 
and Gordon clans, whose influence was significant all over 
Strathdee. Balmoral belonged originally to both of those 
families. In 1791 it passed to the Earl of Fife. In 1848, 
on the recommendation of Sir Andrew Clark, the place was 
leased for Queen Victoria and the Prince Consort. After- 
wards it was acquired by purchase, and a new Castle took 
shape between 1853 and 1855. Much of Balmoral’s 
architectural perfection and picturesque adornment were 
due to the excellent taste, the patient skill, the insight and 
foresight of Prince Albert. Agriculturally too the estate 
was practically his creation. Under his regime as an 
enthusiastic land-tiller and greatly venerated landlord, the 
farms acquired a wide and a worthy reputation. ~ 

Ecclesiastical affairs naturally occupy considerable space 
in this story of Crathie. A dozen ministers have held 
the charge. One of them is remembered, on Robert 
Burns’s authority, as the writer of a well-known ballad 
on the Battle of Sheriffmuir. Another, the father of the 
philosopher and historian, Dr. Adam Fergusson, “‘ could 
never forgive himself for having on one occasion heinously 
powdered his wig on the Lord’s Day.’”’ In the old kirk of 
Crathie, demolished in 1893, Queen Victoria was a regular 
communicant, continuing that custom in the new church 
until the end of her life. Her name stood upon the 
communion-roll along with cottar and hind, farmer and 
ploughman. Crathie church abounds in memorials to 
members of the Royal Family, among them being King 
Edward’s memorial to his mother—a beautiful white 
marble bust—while the late King is himself commemorated 
by a gorgeous communion-table and oak screen placed 
and unveiled by King George V and Queen Mary in IgI1I. 

This volume is sure of a warm welcome not only upon its 
native heath, but much farther afield. Itisa model of what 
a parish history should be, and it may be commended to 
all aspirants in that direction.

JACOB EPSTEIN. 
ALBERT RUTHERSTON.

Two new volumes on “ Jacob Epstein ’’ and “ Albert 
Rutherston,”” which Messrs. Ernest Benn have added 
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THe GHout. saysinhis intro- 
duction tothisalbum 
of Albert’s work : 

“* Rutherston’s work for the theatre recalls that thrilling cycle 
of Granville-Barker productions which used to fill the house 
with audiences as ardent as they were discriminating. For a 
season or so it seemed indeed that a new phase of play- 
decoration was to be established by the delicate settings which 
Rutherston and Norman Wilkinson gave to Barker’s lovely 
interpretations of Shakespeare's comedies; and perhaps our 
artist’s precise sense of style was as vividly impressed on Society 
by his costumes and scenery as by anything he has done.”’ 


Apart from his theatre-work, Mr. Rutherston’s decora- 
tions have been mostly on a small scale, though his 
*‘ Paddling in the Serpentine ’’ at the Borough Polytechnic 
remains to prove his capacity for mural decoration given 
a subject appropriate to his style. His style? to define 
and analyse it baffles his eloquent ‘ introducer’’ who 
mentions Watteau, Longhi, Botticelli, Harunobu, Crivelli 
and Cranach—to whom I would add Beardsley and Conder 
—as types of the tribe of artists to which Albert Rutherston 
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belongs, artists whose creative vision gives birth to ‘‘ types 
to which it will be Nature’s privilege to conform.” 

The illustrations to the other volume should help to 
make clear to the world that there are two Jacob Epsteins. 
There is first of all Epstein the Realist whose powerful 
modelling, grasp 
of form and (a) 
searching char- 
acterisation may 
be seen in such 
busts as his ‘‘ Lord 
Fisher’? in the 
Imperial War 
Museum, his 
“Mrs. Jacob 
Epstein,” 
“Peggy-Jean 
Asleep,’’ both in 
private collec- 
tions, and his 
superb “ Jacob 
Kramer ’”’ in the 
Tate Gallery. 
These are works 
which all the 
world can under- 
stand and ap- 
preciate. 

But secondly 
there is Epstein 
the Dreamer, the 
plastic philoso- 
pher whose works 
and the ideas 
which they con- 
tain are far less 
easily compre- 
hended. This is 
the Epstein of 
“The Sun God,” 
“Christ,” and 
Rock Drill,” 
all of which in 
their time have 
excited contro- 
versy. It is 
perfectly useless 
to judge this 
second group of 
works by the 
standards we 
apply to the first. 
In “The Rock 
Drill,” for ex- 
ample, Epstein is 
striving after 
something totally 
different from 
what he strove 
for in his ‘“‘ Lord 
Fisher.’’ The last 
was based on 
vision: ‘“ The 
Rock Drill” is 
based on an idea, 
and it is silly to 
dismiss it with the remark, ‘‘ I’ve never seen anything like 
that.’’ Neither had Epstein. 

Give this work another name, call it ‘‘ The Prussian 
War God,” and nearly everyone recognises that this strange 
monster, this inhuman creature with its aspect of relentless 
power and determination, of monkey-like inquisitiveness 
and ingenuity, and of machine-like precision and callous- 
ness, is a symbol of the brute force that stifles human 
thought, curtails human liberty and mangles human 
bodies. It is this horrible force and all it stands for that

speech possible. 

It will be a

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known to all who have followed the course of scientific 
progress, are alluded to but casually in this book; enough 
for us to note here that he himself has done much to widen 
the bounds of knowledge on the theme of wireless. 

Faith in the future of wireless is in all that the distin- 
guished author has written. Throughout the non-technical 
chapters it runs unmistakably. He expresses the hope, 
in his introduc- 
tion, that the 
power of rapid 
communication 
will conduce to 
better under- 
standing among 
the nations, 
and will lead 
in due time to 
universal peace. 
“It is no use 
enlarging our 
powers of com- 
munication,” 
he says later on, 
“if we have 
nothing worth 
while to say. 
The moral and 
spiritual de - 
velopment of 
mankind ought 
to keep pace 
with its mate- 
rial achieve- 
ments ; if they 
do not, it is 
possible to 
regard even 
those achieve- 
ments with 
gloom and 
apprehension. 
That, however, 
would show a 
lack of faith.” 
And in the first 
chapter occurs 
a passage 
which I must 
take from its 
broadcasting 
context : 


“Existence 
itself is the 
greatest marvel : 
a study of the 
processes by 
which it is 
continued and 
adapted and 
beautified, and 
the attempt to

What the lark 
means by his song we do 
not know; it seems to be 
an instinctive outpouring 
of joy in existence—a joy 
which too many of man- 
kind have lost, but which 
must sooner or later be 
recovered. Sooner or later 
a greater number of man- 
kind will be satisfied with 
a moderate attention only 
to material needs; they 
will feel that the cultiva- 
tion of their souls is a 
worthier object ; they will 
learn that they have an 
immortal existence which 
cannot be satisfied except 
by those faculties and 
emotions which from time 
to time, in the higher 
members of the race, have 
called forth spontaneous 
expression of worship, and 
which should arouse in all 
rational beings the feel- 
ings of wonder, love, and 
praise.” 


This is a fine passage, 
both in sentiment and 
in quality of English 
prose, and it may stand 
as a good example of 
the personality which 
the sympathetic reader 
will perceive behind the 
printed page. 

But I must not con- 
clude without some 
reference to the second 
part of the book; this 
is entitled ‘““Details 
that Make for Effi- 
ciency,’ and_ will 
interest every owner of 
a wireless set who has 
passed the stage of 
“ crystal-scratching ”’ or 
mere “‘ knob-twiddling.”’ 
It gives simple calcula- 
tions and formule for 
capacity, inductance, 
resistance, the winding 
of the most efficient 
coils, and much other 
useful information bear- 
ing on the quality of 
reception. And the 
concluding chapter, 
“The Romance of 
Wireless,’”’ once more 
betrays the splendidly 
sane outlook which Sir 
Oliver Lodge maintains 
towards events on this 
earth—‘ which is a 
heavenly body ’’-—and 
his belief in humanity’s 
progress. ‘‘ For the first 
time, we are consciously 
using the ether of space 
as a vehicle for mes- 
sages.’’ Humanity has 
attained a new instru- 
ment, a new weapon, a 
new mode of conveying 
thought. ...

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CUCHULAINN : 
AN EPIC-DRAMA OF THE GAEL.

Mr. Gray has evidently made a deep and detailed study 
of the Cuchulainn saga, so far as it can be known (and that 
is extensively) from 
English, French and 
German translations 
and commentaries. 
He is not acquainted 
with Irish, but curi- 
ously enough his 
attitude is kindred 
to that of Canon 
O’Leary, who turned 
the Tain’? some 
years ago into an 
imposing prose drama 
in his rich and ex- 
pressive Gaelic. That 
is to say, in both 
cases the mytho- 
logical elements have 
disappeared, and 
Cuchulainn, like Con- 
chubhar, Maeve, 
Déirdre, and all the 
other great char- 
acters, is entirely on 
the human plane. 
Mr. Gray also uses 
the medium of prose, 
and works on a 
spacious, but direct 
and intelligible scale ; 
the presentation of 
his drama, or series 
of dramas, would 
demand at least as 
much thoroughness 
and endurance from 
actors and audience 
as ‘‘ Back to Methu- 
saleh.” His work 
raises challenging 
considerations—as does every reduction of the cycle— 
which call for a prolonged study; but it can be said in 
brief that he has brought special qualifications to his 
task ; his heroines as well as his heroes appear in a fresh 
light, and there is a sheer sense of drama and of fate 
throughout. He has_ been 
really moved by his great 
theme, but holds himself 
wellin hand. His vision and 
his rendering deserve atten- 
tion both by old lovers of 
the saga and by general 
readers ; their imaginations 
will be certainly enlivened. 
The long introduction, in- 
cluding the views on the art 
of the theatre, has much that 
is stimulating, and nota little 
that is piquant and enter- 
taining.

Yet reading his interesting and 
comprehensive résumé of the pursuit of pleasure since 
Tudor times, one is struck by drastic changes, not so 
much in the kind of pleasure that is sought, but in the 
spirit in which it is sought. Something of the childish 
spontaneity that belonged to our forefathers is lost to 
a more cultured and 
self-conscious genera- 
tion. Who can con- 
ceive a modern House 
of Commons adjourn- 
ing for the purpose 
of attending a mas- 
querade ? Who can 
imagine the people 
in the street behaving 
in the manner de- 
scribed by Walpole : 
“The mob was 
beyond all belief: 
they held flambeaux 
to the windows of 
every coach and 
demanded to have 
the masks pulled off 
and put on at their 
pleasure, but with 
extreme good humour 
and civility.”” Nor 
do our commercial 
enterprises so quickly 
turn to play as the 
old fairs did, that 
started for the sake 
of business, and 
developed, despite 
opposition, into occa- 
sions for periodical 
merrymaking. We 
have, it is true, 
eliminated to some 
small extent the 
cruelty that was once 
regarded as enter- 
taining; we do not 
bait bears and bulls, 
nor delight to see dogs or cocks tear each other to pieces. 
Of those barbarous old sports, of fairs, spas, pleasure 
gardens, clubs—respectable and otherwise—of exhibitions, 
in particular of the theatre, which has occupied so pro- 
minent a place in the{chronicles of London since the days 
of Elizabeth, Mr. Beresford 
Chancellor writes with 
humour, sympathy and a 
very extensive knowledge.

The volumes 
are issued under the 
auspices of the 
Tweeddale Society. 
The county has its 
Tweeddale Club.

the Border are both tender and strong, for much of Mr. 
Buchan’s youth was spent at Peebles and Broughton, 
whence sprang his forbears on both sides of his house. 
No man knows the hills and the burns or the traditions 
of this haunted land so intimately, and his chapter is 
thus a delightful sample of John Buchan at his best— 
as essayist and critic.

does full justice to his parish so far as he has been allowed 

to go. The chapter on Traquair is somewhat inadequate. 

Much more could have been said about a parish laden 
with a wealth of poetic and romantic associations. 

To my mind, a singular omission in the whole work 
is its one damaging feature. The ecclesiastical history, 
which is really the history of 
most of the rural districts, is 
not included. This is a serious 
error of judgment, and should 
not have been made. A history 
of Tweeddale without embrac- 
ing also the story of the church 
within its borders is almost on 
a level with Hamlet minus the 
Prince. There are, no doubt, 
Dr. Gunn’s excellent ‘“‘ Books ”’ 
on the subject, but much has 
still to be told of an institution 
which has filled so great a place 
in the evolution of the fourteen 
parishes within the shire. 
The work, it should be said, is 
finely illustrated, and its maps 
and pedigrees are welcome 
and helpful adjuncts.

and nobody is 
moved to 
smile at the 
joke which 
cannot be seen 
by all of us. 
Do not look 
too closely 
into the witti- 
cism that does 
not tickle 
you; so long 
as it tickles 
somebody it 
is entitled to 
your respect, 
for you may 
depend that 
whatever any- 
body laughs 
at is humour of some sort, 
and may be none the 
worse because it happens 
to be a sort that gives 
you no happiness. Clowns 
and the pantomime nowa- 
days are fallen sadly out 
of favour, and I reluctantly 
admit that some of the 
songs and jests and antics 
with which the clowns 
used to set our grand- 
fathers in a roar don’t 
look so irresistible when 
Mr. Disher puts them into 
cold print ; but they were 
not meant for reading ;

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gloriously alive, and if he 
drops in records of panto- 
mime dialogue and action 
that lose in print the 
magic that is theirs when 
they are heard and seen, 
these are a small part, 
and a necessary and an 
interesting part of his 
history.

She went 
to Russia full of enthus- 
iasm, believing the 
Revolution to be 
an anarchist revolution. 
After she had taken up 
work which enabled her 
to travel in various dis- 
tricts and to form her 
opinion of the new order, 
she definitely ranked her- 
self against the [Soviet 
Government and came 
out of the country. As 
a record of events during 
her stay the book™is ex- 
tremely interesting, and 
presents many vivid 
pictures of people and 
episodes. But as a com- 
ment on Bolshevism its 
value is discounted by 
the fact that Miss 
Goldman has not been in 
Russia since 1921, and is 
therefore unable to judge 
of the recent develop- 
ments of Bolshevism. In 
her admirable Preface, 
Miss Rebecca West points 
out how much easier it is 
to criticise than to govern. 
Most broadminded 
Englishmen will agree 
with her rational sum- 
ming up: ‘A country 
invariably the 
government which the 
genius of its people sub- 
consciously desires,’ she 
says. And protesting 
against intervention, 
adds: ‘“‘ We must let each 
people seek God in its 
own way.’ It is curious 
how widely opinions differ 
—one traveller returns 
from Russia full of praise 
for the new order there, 
and another as full of con- 
demnation. Maybe it is 
too early for us or Miss 
Goldman to judge the 
revolution ; but her book 
enables us to grasp some- 
thing of its immensity.

Drinkwater’s, but surely it 
is time somebody protested 
against the false scale of values 
which produces such a mis- 
proportion of shudders at this 
serious offence compared with 
the poet’s other faults, such 
as his cynical and flippant re- 
marks about women he had 
seduced. Whatever his re- 
lations with Augusta Leigh, in 
these he may be criminal but 
he is not mean. As one 
passes over the “ histories” 
of Mrs. Beecher Stowe and 
Lord Lovelace, such a nausea 


overcomes the mind as even FyomA Tour in Ireland, 1776-1778 


the original offence alleged By Arthur Young 
does not awaken. Worst of all 
is the correspondence of Lady Byron with the horrible 
Mrs. Villiers and with the subject of those vile letters, 
Augusta Leigh herself. Whatever guilt is Byron’s—and 
I think Mr. Drinkwater might have admitted, on the

evidence he himself brings up, something nearer to moral 
certainty against Byron than he actually does—Lady 
Byron stands self-condemned as a repulsive mixture of 
virtue, self-righteous meanness, cowardice and perfidy. 
I think too that Mr. Drinkwater, for a dramatic poet, shows 
a curious lack of subtlety in laying so much stress on the 
absence of any logic in the correspondence of Augusta 
Leigh and_of Lady Byron, who signed a legal statement 
that she had not wanted the 
separation from Byron because 
of any charge of incest. For 
the greater part of the time 
after the separation Lady 
Byron was wallowing (with 
Mrs. Villiers’s assiduous assis- 
tance) in what Mr. Drinkwater 
aptly describes as & warm 
bath of emotion, at the moral 
expense of Mrs. Leigh and of 
the husband whom, in spite 
of her self-righteousness, she 
regretted losing. 

The. inconsistencies of 
Augusta Leigh are hardly so 
puzzling, or call so urgently 
for fresh evidence, as Mr. 
Drinkwater maintains. It 
AN IRISH Casin. seems reasonably clear from 

her correspondence with Lady 
Byron that, as Byron had, 
she had a pronounced tendency to perverse erotic emotions ; 
and her humility and affection towards the spiritually vain 
and deeply wronged wife are more human and understand- 
able than the latter’s strenuous attempts to play the réle 
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of loving saviour—and apparently without any explicit 
confession from the sinner! Augusta was the fascinated 
rabbit; Lady Byron the snake. The snake’s expressions 
of love for the rabbit, while damning both her and the 
absent husband by slanderous silences and dirty insinua- 
tions, are not the less disgusting because typical of the 
methods of human snakes. 

Entirely necessary as Mr. Drinkwater’s careful examina- 
tion of this garbage is, the reader is glad that after the first 
chapter most of it is disposed of, and Mr. Drinkwater is 
free to write the best and most absorbing biography of 
Byron that we have. The poet's life was a most unedify- 
ing one judged by our code of morals ; but at the head of 
chapter two Mr. Drinkwater does well to quote Galt: 
‘It is impossible to reflect on the boyhood of Byron with- 
out regret. There is not one point in it all which could, 
otherwise than with pain, have affected a young mind of 
sensibility.” And Byron’s poetry and the good actions 
which were his prove the existence in him of that which 
deserves the sympathetic attention and occasional eulogy 
Mr. Drinkwater accords to a fellow poet. It is unfortunate 
that a good life of Byron inevitably includes so much 
about his relations—generally discreditable to him—with 
women. But here especially sympathy is needed in 
grasping the psychological realities below the superficial 
facts, before passing judgment. The recklessness and

generosity which redeemed so much of the 
unamiable traits developed by bad parentage and 
training were just the qualities to get such a man 
into hopeless tangles with women—and the world 
is too full of them—who seem to go out of their 
way to be victimised by the pirate of love. Do 
not some men show the same fatal inclination to 
be sacrificed by vampires of the opposite sex ? 
For every Byron there is a George Sand.

IN KENTISH PILGRIM LANDS.

Many books have been written about this ‘‘ Holy 
Land of Medieval Britain ’’ commonly called by 
the romantic name of ‘‘ The Pilgrim’s Way,” but 
the ground covered from Winchester to Canter- 
bury is from thirty to forty miles and naturally 
contains a very wide scope. We therefore fully 
endorse the present author’s twofold reason for 
dealing with only a section of it (that chosen lying 
around old Rochester, between Wrotham and 
Hollingbourne). Firstly, with so much ground to 
cover there is a necessity to skip much of real 
interest ; and secondly, by making one part well 
known, more persons might be encouraged to be- 
come pilgrims for a few days, and taste the delights 
and absorb the atmosphere of this hallowed ground 
for themselves. To this end he sets out to pre- 
pare the would-be pilgrims by placing at their 
disposal a mine of information on all the possible 
aspects of the subject—geographical, historical, 
etc.—giving also an illuminating survey of the 
pilgrims themselves. The author certainly knows 
his ground and has a happy gift of conveying its 
charm as well as its absorbing interest. The 
numerous photographs also echo the invitation 
and tempt one to take to the road.

And he 
delights in sharing his treasure trove, for so may 
be described the hoard of mellow memories and 
the eternally fresh glimpses of life which fall to 
the true Londoner. True Londoners of course 
are not always born and bred in London. One 
may remember a happy book about Edinburgh by 
Mr. James Bone: but let it pass. For as many 
years as some of his readers have been able to 
spell, Mr. Bone, a prince of journalism as it ought 
to be, has been ensphered by “the Street,” 
where—as Miss Horsfall does not fail to remind 
us—once purled the Fleet. And from Fleet 
Street or Temple windows Mr. Bone with the 
lover’s eye—such as your true essayist must 
have—has gazed on many an unexpected sight, 
and watched with young eyes many things that 
untrue Londoners forget to watch. Of the 
seasons, after Christmas, it is spring he delights 
to observe, Primavera Urbana—‘‘ a lavender 
person—with eyes like amethysts if you like—in 
a desperate hurry.’’ The signs of her approach

a smart lead-grey hat with high lights, like the 
dome of St. Paul’s, and one sleeve dark 
blue and the other sleeve light blue, and she 
wears at moments horn-rimmed spectacles. 

But 
get you to “A London Calendar” in” this 
perambulator’s journal, good reader, and find 
a piece of prose about London to set against 
Victor Hugo’s rhapsody from the tower of 
“Notre Dame.’ London has its dawns and 
spring-tides too. But Hugo had no brother 
like Muirhead Bone! Muirhead does his noble 
best to follow the indefatigable James from 
the Temple to the Docks, from the Docks to 
North London, thence to Clubland in the West 
End, and away (a very original idea this) to 
the Isle of Portland, which, as the essayist 
tells us, has been the original matrix for nearly 
all the distinctive buildings in London. But 
this famous etcher by the nature of his art can 
capture in his harmonious line and atmosphere 
only a momentary vision here and there, mile- 
stones in the endless procession of his brother’s 
memories and reflections. Literature and his- 
tory are to James Bone—as indeed they are in 
fact—part of the warp of the human marvel 
that we call London, of which the weft is the 
endlessly surging life that time is weaving into 
the past even while we watch it through the eyes 
of London lovers. If space does not allow more 
than a brief mention of Miss Horsfall’s charming 
book, the reviewer can claim with fervour 
an embarrassment of riches as excuse. Miss 
Horsfall is so alive to the historical past that 
with pointed phrases and perfectly timed quota- 
tions she takes her reader in the twinkling of a 
page from London across Europe, or from war 
time (1914-1918) to the Middle Ages—and 
back, before he realises he has left London.

At last Mr. Shorter lets us have adequate means of 
access to the mind of Charlotte Bronté in girlhood. Thirteen 
famous little tales in a minute handwriting, the most 
famous tales never seen, are reprinted in a limited edition 
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of a thousand copies. He has 
held them up for thirty years, 
since the Rev. A. B. Nicholls 
let him take them, instead of 
burning them; but he now 
yields to the growing interest 
in child psychology. He con- 
fesses that, even so, Mr. C. W. 
Hatfield is the true begetter : 
he ‘‘came to the rescue” 
against a natural indolence 
“by diligently transcribing 
the minute handwriting and 
preparing the volume for 
publication.”” And doubtless 
the tales had small commercial 
value; their only possible 
place, in the meantime, would 
have been among the printed 
“transactions of the Bronté 
Society. The reading public 
in general has no right of 
complaint. 

But one is grateful to Mr. 
Hatfield. These exercises, the 
earliest of them done at 
twelve years of ago, are of 
immense interest to a psycho- 
logist—by which word I do 
not mean any person with a 
modish smattering of science, 
but a lover of his kind whose 
love, instinctive and gener- 
ously all-searching, takes 
delight in our “‘ proper study ”’ 
as readers and writers. They 
are naive, charming and 
astonishing. The wonderful 
thing is their dress; one asks 
if any other child of twelve 
ever had such a command of 
picturesque English. The 
charming thing is the artless 
growth of genius in a romantic 
girl. Here it seems that, as 
early as one knows anything 
about her, this dainty child 
had two passions—the beauty 
and wonder of nature, and 
a hero-worship. They so ab- 
sorbed her that she romanced 
easily with both. The wonder- 
ful world and the wonderful 
Duke of Wellington had to 
be magnified and adorned 
incessantly, though she knew 
so little about either. What 
her mind created was the stuff 
of fairy tales, no more; but 
here is a passage at random, 
written at thirteen. It des- 
cribes what she saw in a 
“profound cavern’’ where, 
apparently, there was both 
spring and autumn at once; 
but look at the language ! 


“Graceful trees sprang out 
of the earth bearing delicious 
fruits of a perfect transparency ; 
others rose to a great height, 


casting down their branches laden with white blossoms and dark 
flourishing leaves. Crystal fountains, that fell with a murmur- 
ing noise, were seen glittering through bowers of roses and tall 
lilies. The melody of a thousand birds was heard from groves 


of myrtle and laurel. . . .” 


And the tale runs on with an untiring wealth of such 
descriptions, in a way to stagger Mrs. Radcliffe’s manes.

There is no story; it is a 
kaleidoscope only, but the 
grace and boldness of the 
child’s fancy are rare indeed. 
Presently she tries a story, 
“Albion and Marina,” and 
there is a touch of self- 
revelation ; for, when telling 
how the hero “ took his pen, 
and in about quarter of an 
hour had produced a brief 
poem of exquisite beauty,” 
she goes on: “‘It gave him 
an insight into the astonishing 
faculties of his own mind; 
and a longing for immortality, 
an ambition of glory, seized 
him.”’ She has herself already 
made verses, not without 
beauty and rhythm, and she 
presently does an heroic scene 
in blank verse, called ‘‘ The 
Rivals.’”’ The same year of 
amazing industry closes with 
her first conscious attempt to 
be sensible ; a parable entitled 
“ The Fairy Gift’’ has touches 
of humour. At seventeen, in 
““ Napoleon and the Spectre,” 
she can write with the 
utmost economy of words, 
and her people talk more 
naturally—though, to be sure, 
“The Adventure in Ireland ”’ 
done four years earlier, has 
conversations that respect 
idiom. A year later, “A 
Peep into a Picture Book” 
almost attains the virile word- 


strength of ‘Jane Eyre,” 


and at twenty ‘“‘ Mina Laury ”’ 
foreshadows the relations of 
Jane and Rochester. 

In all this what appears con- 
sistently is a gift of handling, 
of shaping thoughts and things. 
It is there even when she has 
to create men and women 
without knowledge ; she 
paints them first externally, 
making romantic pictures. 
When life has taught her to 
analyse, it is certain that she 
will do more than that. 
But towards men, if she can 
admire them at all, her atti- 
tude is Jane’s, unmistakably, 
Her love will be a very selfless 
worship.

In this quarto Mr. Frank Gibson has brought together 
essays on Delacroix, Corot, Millet, Cazin, Rousseau and 
Puvis de Chavannes, together with excellent photographic 
reproductions of some of their chief masterpieces. If 
Mr. Gibson has little 
new to tell us about 
any of these distin- 
guished painters, he at 
least presents the chief 
facts about their lives 
and art in an attractive 
fashion, and his volume 
is acceptableas apopular 
introduction to a more 
thorough study of the 
artists selected. The in- 
clusion of Cazin excites a 
little mild surprise, for 
while the charm of his 
pictures is self-evident, 
few critics would put him 
in the same class as the 
other five whose pre- 
eminence is undisputed. 
But Mr. Gibson holds 
that, as a landscape 
painter, Cazin ‘‘ will be 
regarded in the future 
as the true successor of 
Corot,’’ and justly ob- 
serves that his work 
““ possesses a haunting, 
melancholy charm.” 
This appreciation of 
Cazin is the most dis- 
tinctive feature in a 
volume which is other- 
wise agreeable and 
pleasant rather than 
illuminating in its 
criticism.

Tale.” The sketches range from the Indian Mutiny, the 
South African War, to English school life, and the humours 
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and deeper purpose of the Boy Scouts movement. Homely 
parables like ‘“‘ The Boy Jones’”’ and “ His Gift ’’ jostle 
tales of border wars and thrilling accounts of how the 
Victoria Cross was gained. Among many adventures 
afloat and ashore which the author’s genius revivifies may 
be mentioned ‘“‘ The Burning of the Sarah Sands,” “ The 
Bold ’Prentice,’’ and ‘“‘ A Flight of Fact,’ tales of high 
heroism in years so far apart as 1857 and1g917. “Land 
and Sea Tales’’ end on 
Counting-Out Song,” 
with a children’s non- 
sense refrain which 
carries the philosophy 
of Mr. Kipling : 
“Rome, Britannia, 
Belgium, Gaul— 
Flood and avalanche 
fathered them all; 
And the First Big Four 
as they watched the

Mr. Wilkins has 
written a very useful 
and informative 
book. Not that it is 
by any means only 
a guide-book. With 
scholarship and a fine 
historical sense he 
has set down an 
account of the found- 
ation, the meaning, 
the accomplishment, 
the history and the 
final position of 
eleven of our great 
public schools. And 
it is such an account 
as any “ common 
reader’’ may take 
delight in reading. 
Here we see what was 
the intended purpose 
of the first public schools; as for instance Winchester. 
In founding it William of Wykeham ordained that it 
should 
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“‘ provide for the education of seventy scholars ‘ suffering from 
want of money and poverty,’ and along with them, undoubtedly 
with the intention of spanniug the class gulf, ‘a few others 


‘more of wealth and rank to the number of ten.’ ”’ 


Here also we may see into what state those same schools 
have fallen to-day—producing ‘“ well-bodied, well-man- 
nered, well-meaning boys, keen at games, ignorant of 
life, contemptuous of all outside the pale of their own 
high time, as Mr. 
Wilkins knows, that 
the resources and 
endowment of these 
schools were applied 
in such a way “as 
will carry out the 
main designs of the 
founders thereof by 
putting a _ liberal 
education within the 
reach of children of 
all classes.””

Lord and Lady Aberdeen 
are of the aristocrats who 
made aristocracy possible as 
an institution for so long a 
time. They have thought 
always of their duties and 
how best to fulfil them; 
they have been little con- 
cerned about their rights. 
There is nothing that might 
not be known in these twin 
lives; nothing that the 
people would not be the 
better for knowing. The 
searcher after piquancies 
must go elsewhere. There 
is nothing of gossip or 
scandal, of meanness or 
pettiness or uncharitable- 
ness here.

story is pure romance. One can see Lord Aberdeen at that 
period, grave, charming, exquisitely courteous, steeped 
in poetry and chivalry. Did the little girl of eleven turn 
her bright glances even then on the charming young man ? 
One suspects many pretty things in this love-story but one 


must not fill it in. Lady 
Aberdeen’s record of her 
young life is delightful; 
reading it one remembers 
the drawing-room at Guis- 
achan on an August day, the 
beautiful restful old house 
with its feeling of home, in 
the beautiful Highland glen, 
and the old housekeeper 
sighing as she went from 
room to room because they 
would not come back again, 
telling an anecdote of them 
here and there, and the 
lodge-keeper coming out to 
ask news of her Ladyship 
because a week earlier we 
had been at Haddo. 
Through these pages move 
the great Victorians. It is 
the fashion now to use 
the word in a somewhat 
belittling sense. But, oh, 
there were giants in those 
days. Have Georgian days 
yet produced their equal ? 
Lord Aberdeen quite in his 
young manhood left the 
Conservative for the Liberal 
party. He came under the 
influence of Gladstone. To 
him and to Mrs. Gladstone 
the Aberdeens gave a 
worshipping friendship. 
Gladstone appreciated the 
rectitudes, the humanity, 
the qualities of mind and 
heart of Lord Aberdeen who 
was born to politics and 
statesmanship. He made 
him Governor-General of 
Canada and Viceroy of 
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Ireland. Lord Aberdeen 
assumed the latter post 
in 1886 after Gladstone 
had made his tremen- 
dous turn about and in- 
troduced the first Home 
Rule Bill. It split his 
party and meant the 
end of his great political 
career, although he 
came back to power, 
but never to what he 
had been, and he died 
to the shrieks of the 
Liberal newspapers that 
he should govern or get 
out. 

One smiles sadly now 
remembering ill- 
fated Home Rule Bill 
of 1886. If Gladstone’s 
followers had accepted 
it, if it had passed into 
law as basis of an Irish 
settlement, how much 
we might have been 
spared. 

Lord and Lady Aber- 
deen remained True 
Blue Gladstonians to 
the end. While they 
live there is a shrine 
dedicated to Gladstone. 

I can remember the 
coming of the Aber- 
deens to Ireland in 1886. 
What a_ bewilderment 
it was! The Viceroy 
and his Court had 
hitherto been the 
appanage of a small 
privileged class. The 
Aberdeens came to all classes. The Viceroy’s gentleness, 
Lady Aberdeen’s large humanity went out to the Irish. 
Lady Aberdeen, largely Irish herself, has the passion for 
Ireland that used to be not an uncommon thing in the 
English of the finer sort. She has the passion for Ireland 
still, never ceasing or wavering, although she has suffered 
at the hands of a section of Irishmen and women. 

She was great-hearted and young, and she wanted to 
capture the heart of Ireland, to reconcile and bring together 
Unionists and  non-Unionists, 
Catholics and Protestants, the 
Anglo-Irish and the Celtic Irish. 
Alas, it was a task beyond 
human power! Even where 
they loved, as the Anglo-Irish 
often loved their dependents and 
their humbler neighbours and 
were loved in return, there was a 
river deep and dark, of religion 
and race, flowing between. Lady 
Aberdeen tried to gather into 
her philanthropic activities the 
creeds and the classes. People 
found themselves at the Castle 
and the Viceregal Lodge who 
would never have entered those 
privileged portals. 

That reign was all too brief. 
The Aberdeens were recalled. 
It was like the ending of the 
Fitzwilliam Vice - royalty a

Among the many hundreds of books which have 
appeared this season we are glad to note a revival in 
nautical literature. Several of these sea books are by 
writers well equipped with knowledge of the subject on 
which they write. Four such volumes lie before us. 
Among these, Captain Whall’s work is undoubtedly the 
most important to the student. 

The author, 2 younger brother of Trinity House and a 
navigating expert, tells the romantic story of exploration 
from the times of the Chaldeans down to the last Antarctic 
expedition, dealing on the way with the trips of Diaz, 
Christopher Columbus, Vasca da Gama, Magellan, the 
Elizabethan navigators, and others too numerous to 
mention here. Truly these men were romanticists. For 
example : when Columbus set out on the voyage in which 
he discovered America he could hardly have realised the 
hardships with which he would have to contend—an 
unwilling and discontented crew, bad weather in high 
seas, steering ahead night after night, Heaven knew where, 
with no compasses or nautical instruments as we know 
them to-day to give their bearings, depending on the sun 
by day and the stars by night. Truly a perilous adventure 
and typical of those to whom we owe so much.

To this day one 
thinks of the Petit Trianon as 
the home of a hapless Queen and 
her picture by Mme. Vigie le 
Brun as one of the memories of 
the Palace of Versailles. The 
story of Marie- Antoinette 
is told afresh by M. 
Pierre de Nolhac 
in this interesting 
book. M. de Nolhac 
was formerly keeper 
of the Museum of 
Versailles. He de- 
scribes how the first 
Trianon was built at 
the whim of Louis XIV 
and how the Petit 
Trianon erected 
by Louis XV and 
presented by his grand- 
son, Louis XVI, to his 
wife Marie-Antoinette. 
The young Queen’s 
extravagance in adding 
to and redecorating the 
place was an indirect 
cause of the fall of 
the monarchy. M. de 
Nolhac quotes freely 
from contemporary 
French literature. He 
shows us the Queen 
with her ladies, amus- 
ing themselves with 
theatricals and danc- 
ing, living the simple 
life out of sight of the 
pomp and ceremony 
of the neighbouring 
Versailles. The volume 
is attractively written, 
and, needless to say, 
the translation has 
been admirably carried 
out by Miss F. Mabel 
Robinson, who has an 
intimate knowledge of 
the period and trans- 
lates her author into 
an English it is 
pleasant to read.

Traveller about the Iolk-Place 
that literary tragedies are apt 
to occur. 

Mr. Wilstach’s 
Along the Pyrenees ’”’ 
is rather difficult to 
sum up. Mr. Wilstach 
is an American writing 
primarily for American 
readers to whom the 
Pyrenees are nearly the 
other side of the world 
and who want not 
details but the ‘ Broad 
Elemental Pyrenean 
Praposition.”

noble owner, and in which the carving on the 
choir stalls of the cathedral is among the finest 
in France. In trying to give us too much he 
has given us too little: though what he gives 
us is by no means to be despised. Pace its 
defects, “‘ Along the Pyrenees’”’ is eminently 
readable: and not the least of its attractions 
is its fine series of photographs illustrating the 
Pyrenees from end to end. 

No uncertainty of vocation mars the work of 
Jan and Cora Gordon. Information such as the 
Thing-Traveller loves they appear to include 
more or less as padding, at the best as back- 
ground ; it is the Folk who arouse their enthu- 
siasm. ‘‘ Two Vagabonds in Languedoc ”’ is even 
more to my liking than their former books: for 
instead of moving about from place to place they 
are content to remain stationary, waste time and 
see and learn infinitely more in consequence.

amusingly suggested. It is a difficult philosophy 
to fathom and a still more difficult one to expound : 
Jan and Cora Gordon make me see Frenchmen that 
I can recognise and love in spite of their manifold 
faults. 

For Jan and Cora Gordon do not share that 
sentimental affection for France which becomes so 
cloying and at times irritating in certain other 
writers. I wonder whether, with myself, the 
Gordons sometimes love France in spite of French- 
men? Yet the men and women of the French 
country-side have a way of insinuating themselves 
into your heart: their charm is in the end irre- 
sistible, and you return to them shamefacedly as 
to a friend whom you have wronged.

A.D. 407, and that there may be some truth in 
the statements of Gildas that between that time and 
A.D. 447 the Roman Government twice sent help to the 
island. The Notitia would represent the military organi- 
sation of the country some time before the close of the 
period, and the whole would be in harmony with the 
evidence in the “ Life of St. Germanus’”’ which seems 
to show that at the time of his two visits to the island 
it was still recognised as part of the Empire. Whatever 
may be said against Mr. Foord’s contention, it has at least 
the merit of giving a logical and coherent explanation of 
the supposed interregnum between the departure of the 
Roman eagles and 
the commence- 
ment of the Anglo- 
Saxon conquest. 
But when our 
author comes to 
deal with the 
difficult story of 
that conquest, he 
is less happy. To 
begin with on the 
very page (191) 
on which he 
proclaims the 
necessity for the 
historian to set 
aside prejudice, he 
suggests that the 
real position of 
the English tribes 
that invaded 
Britain 
“was that of de- 
faulting debtors: 
they were skulking 
overseas because 
the Hunnish war- 
lord was distraining 
upon them, by 
means of fire and 
massacre, for pay- 
ment of an overdue 
tribute of amber, 
skins and pretty 
girls. It is more 
than probable that 
the foundations of 
England were laid 
by fugitive debt- 
ors !”’

ther than to lead (Melrose). 
a writer to sneer 
at the folk who refused to pay tribute as “ defaulting 
debtors ’’ and to represent as something dishonourable 
and dishonest their unwillingness to give of their wealth 
and to hand over their womenkind to the unspeakable 
mercies of the Hun? Again would an unprejudiced 
historian set down the legend of the massacre at 
Stonehenge as an historical event without the slightest 
allusion to the fact that this is borrowed from the saga of 
how the Old-Saxons gained possession of Thuringia ? 
Besides this bias Mr. Foord is perhaps too ready to 
accept the statements of Gildas and Nennius and to follow 
the bulk of modern writers in decrying the 4. S. Chronicle, 
and he is less familiar with the archeology of the Anglo- 


Saxon than of the Roman period. He ignores the evidence 
for an advance up the Thames valley into the heart of 
Britain, and Mr. Thurlow Leeds’s arguments in History 
for July for an advance along the Icknield Way have 
come too late for his use. Nor does he deal with the 
warfare against a chieftain, whose name is given as Natan- 
leod, in which according to Henry of Huntingdon all the 
invading forces were combined. His examination of Gildas 
and Nennius on the other hand will need careful attention 
by future writers, and we are particularly struck by his 
theory that seven out of the twelve battles ascribed by 
Nennius to Arthur were fought on the line of the Cock- 
burnspath defile through the Lammermuir Hills south of 
Dunbar, though it would have been an advantage had

There are certainly two 
people in the literary 
world who can write 
travel books which come 
near to the ideal; they 
are Mr. H. M. Tomlinson 
and Mr. Harold Spender. 
One deals chiefly with the 
scenery and the beauty 
of the earth and its effect 
on the receptive mind ; 
the other feels at his 
heart the pull of human- 
ity so strongly that it 
overrides the thrill of the 
scenes through which he 


Mr. Spender’s Caul- 
dron”’ is the Balkans— 
that group of countries 
where East almost meets 
West, but not quite; 
where unrest appears to 
be the normal political 
condition, and _ strange 
people continue age-old 
customs, and life, in spite 
of its tendency to up- 
heaval, moves more 
merrily and with less 
sense of oppression than 
in this colder land. The 
author’s notes, sometimes 
lightly sketched and 
amusing, sometimes 
holding a sense of tears, 
are invariably full of vital 
interest. He met adven- 
tures without dismay, and 
the awkward absence of 
passports—without 
which the travelling 
foreigner is helpless in 
the hands of police and 
other authorities—makes 
the theme of a pleasant 
page of chatter. Athens, 
Delphi, he visits; he is 
on intimate terms with 
many men whose names 
were once prominent in 
European politics— 
Gounaris, Venizelos, and 
others; and he has 
probably a better com- 
prehension of the 
problems of the Near 
East than any _ other 
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living writer. His description of the present state of Greece 
is illuminating. ‘‘ The vendetta of kings and ministers has 
penetrated to every department,’ he says. When, in dis- 
cussions with Greek Ministers he has recommended to them 
the British Civil Service as a model, “‘ they have listened 
politely, murmured vague hopes about introducing the same 
system into Greece, and then turned sorrowfully away. 
The system of ‘ the spoils to the victors’ has eaten into the 
political life of the country. It has formed a powerful 
drug habit, extraordinarily difficult to break. The whole 
political system tends to lean upon this prop. The whole 
party following is held together by the glitter of the prizes.” 

We commend this volume—entertaining, and yet very 
serious—to all who want to gain a good idea of the difficult 
countries of Eastern Europe.

recognising that fact. ‘‘ As a man,’’ says Mr. Lawrence in 
his too brief introductory note, ‘“‘ Verga never courted 
popularity, any more than his work courts popularity. 
He kept apart from all publicity, proud in his privacy ; so 
unlike D’Annunzio. Apparently he was never married.’’ 
To our shame be it confessed that we had not previously 
heard of him ; and now he is dead, for he passed away in 
Catania, his birthplace on the island, in January, 1922, at 
the age of eighty-two. 

Mr. Lawrence is of course more than a merely competent 
translator. He enters so completely into the soul of Verga 
that his English assumes the Sicilian hue, yet without 
appearing as if it were not Verga’s original language. 
What a delight this work must have afforded Mr. Lawrence ! 
We showed this book to a lady whose merits do not include 
a perfect appreciation of literary values, and she freely 
expressed her disapproval that so small a volume should 
be charged six shillings net. We attempted to show that 
if the average novel is not too expensive at seven shillings 
and sixpence, then this book is one of the most splendid 
bargains at six shillings. Of course it all depends on 
whether you like this kind of thing. As Mr. Lawrence 
observes, Verga does not court popularity, and he makes 
no concessions to those who must have a smoothly-running 
tale with all the usual frills. He is rather like a literary 
Rodin, only more so. Presenting his creation as it has 
leaped from his brain, he does not trouble to place it so that 
obvious effects of light and shade should play upon it. We 
also have to do our part in this artistic work; either we 
are capable of doing this or we are not. 

When will Mr. Lawrence and his publisher give us the 
complete translation of this master, who is the peer of the 
great Russian realistic poets ?

Mme. Vassal, whose husband was Director of 
Health for French Equatorial Africa, accompanied 
him not only to Brazzaville, its capital, but in his 
expeditions up country; and it is the immensely 
interesting results of her observations that she has 
set down in this book. The Congo as she presents 
it is by no means a health resort—it is a country 
spiritually and physically degenerate and forsaken, 
on whose behalf a few heroic men, doing their 
best to counteract the influence of thzir fellows, 
are sacrificing comfort, wealth, position, life itself. 
But nevertheless it gave Mme. Vassal oppor- 
tunities of hunting, shooting and adventure, and 
the very terrible experience of traversing a sleeping- 
sickness area. She reproduces, among many 
photographs of value, one showing a victim of this 
disease in the last stages: it is pathetic in the 
extreme. Mme. Vassal, by the way, refers to 
““my English family and friends’’; she writes, 
however, as a Frenchwoman would do, with an 
accent strange-sounding in our ears. M. Dalalier, 
Minister of Colonies in the last French Cabinet, 
contributes an appreciative introduction.

Mr. F. J. Hudleston for many years has been and 
still is Librarian of the War Office, and his book 
contains what, quite legitimately, may be called 
curious lore about the Duke of Wellington, 
Frederick Augustus, Duke of York and Albany, 
Garibaldi, Washington’s John Moore, John Shipp, 
and many others who lived lives of action. But 
though the author provides us with a good deal 
of fresh material, it is his style that counts. There 
is either humour or irony on every page; these

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qualities are not flaunted in the reader’s 
face, but slyly inserted, often in the 
most unexpected places. 

His paper on Garibaldi is what a 
schoolgirl would call “a scream.”’ It 
begins : 


““ Giuseppe Garibaldi had, in early and 
middle life, adventures compared with 
which the exploits of the Moor of Venice, 
as recounted to the Royal Marine-like ear 
of Brabantio, are as the simple annals of 
a bland and blameless Sunday School 
teacher. . . . He fell in love with his Anita 
at first sight in South America. His first 
words when they first met were, Mr. G. 
M. Trevelyan tells us, ‘ Thou oughtest to be 
mine ’—how like Mr. Dowler—which she 
incontinently was. For some mysterious 
reason, forgetfulness, perhaps, the cold 
formality of a marriage service was dis- 
pensed with for some years. Other 
authorities say he fell in love with her 
‘ through a telescope.’ . . . Such was Gari- 
baldi’s devotion to Anita that one day he 
appeared on parade with his golden locks 
close shorn—another impulse—because, so 
it appears, they had excited the amorous 
propensities of the fierce virgins of 
Montevideo, much, naturally, to Anita’s 
distress.”’

The present re- 
viewer read the book in a 
single day; that is saying a 
good deal for one must read 
slowly in order to obtain the 
full flavour of the author’s 
style. The author is learned 
and allusive, and his style is 
compact. There is not a 
sentence too many in the entire 
volume.

This book is exceedingly com- 
prehensive. During the last 
ten years or so, much new 
material has cropped up; books 
and notebooks, journals, corres- 
pondence. Mr. Hellman has 
made full use of these; slays 
the legend that Irving remained 
single owing to his unlucky 
affair with Matilda Hoffman, 
who died; and gives us a‘ full 
account of the many women 
who came into his hero’s life. 
Irving’s gaiety of heart when 
on his first travels is very faith- 
fully rendered; the chapter, 
‘Light and Shadows,” is a 
network of little incidents 
which, resolved together, make 
a complete picture. Very en- 
gaging is the description of 
Irving’s visit to Sir Walter. 
In” old age Irving would affectionately refer to “‘ Scott 
stumping along in brown pantaloons, greenish frock-coat, 
white hat and stick, and mumbling to himself in gruff 
tones some bit of old minstrelsy.’’ We doubt if many 
readers will have patience to follow the correspondence 
given in the chapter named ‘“‘ Envoy Extraordinary,” but 
all Americans loved and honoured their Minister at Madrid. 
Preston wrote: ‘‘I do not believe that any man in any 
country has ever had a more affectionate admiration for 
him than that given to you in America.”’ 

And what of Irving’s writings? Who to-day bends 
over “ Bracebridge Hall’’? Few, we fancy. His bio- 
grapher puts in 
an impassioned 
plea for a reper- 
usal of ‘‘ New- 
stead Abbey.” 
In that book, he 
reminds us, is 
the record of 
Byron’s love for 
Mary Chaworth, 
and Irving in his 
narration gives 
glimpses of his 
own heart. 

The conclusion 
we cannot help 
arriving at, as 
we close the 
friendly, careful 
bit of work be- 
fore us, is that 
Irving’s memory 
rests largely on 
his own winning 
personality. He 
evidently 


uncommonly 
sympathetic, 
genuinely inter- 
ested in others, 
and a man of 
sincerity as well 
as charm.

This is the work of a shrewd observer who has turned 
to excellent account her special sources of inside informa- 
tion concerning high politics. ‘‘I always,’’ she says, 
“adapt myself to my environment; if it happens to be 
that of a Court, I am in the Court but never of it. I live 
years ahead in my mental outlook; in fact, I can best 
describe myself a pioneer royalty, but I can also lay claim 
to a certain clarity of vision and a complete detachment, 
which enable me to write as an unprejudiced observer 
who is entirely large-minded in her outlook.” It is only 
fair to say at once that this somewhat naive claim is 
substantiated in quite a remarkable manner, although to 
most English readers it may seem that her comments on 
the War Criminals of Germany and on Ex-King Ferdinand 
are of a kind that go to prove the writer’s human fallibility. 
Naturally a considerable portion of the book deals with 
Spain and the writer gives us a very attractive picture 
of the domestic life of the Court. The Infanta is at 
her best in depicting the state of various European 


countries after the war, and her diagnosis of many 
of the resulting evils strikes one as extraordinarily 
shrewd. Of this country, it may be added, of 
which she has been so often an honoured guest, she 
writes with a pleasant mixture of candour and 
enthusiasm.

This record of Dr. Butler’s thirty-two years at 
Cambridge supplements the earlier volume by 
Mr. Edward Graham on his quarter of a century’s 
work at Harrow. There are some disadvantages 
in this sectional method of biography, and the 
reader of this volume by itself may experience a 
sense of its inadequacy. But although it is 
marked throughout with the reticence imposed 
by relationship, Mr. Butler has succeeded well 
in a task of surpassing difficulty. University 
“business ’’ is of little interest outside a uni- 
versity, and in the lifetime of those concerned it 
is clearly impossible for a biographer to make 
use of the piquant and personal details that might 
enliven the subject. That Dr. Butler found it no 
easy matter to guide such a society as that of 
Trinity may be read between the lines of this 
tactful volume. Dr. Butler, with his wider 
knowledge of men and the world outside, was not 
at first quite at ease in a society that regarded 
the world as divided into two parts—Trinity 
and Barbarism. The delightful feature of this 
volume is the picture it gives of Dr. Butler’s 
private life—his friendships, his domestic happi- 
ness, his manifold interests and enthusiasms, 
his splendid hospitalities. The master became 
almost a legendary name in his lifetime, so long 
and splendidly had he filled the great post to

This is a dangerous book, because it keeps the 
reader up until dreadful hours of the night to 
finish it. It deals with travels in the Central 
American zone (compared to whose five little 
republics the Balkan States are “‘as a flock of 
turtle-doves,”” says the author), and in the very 
first chapter is a tale of modern piracy in the 
Caribbean Sea which is blood-curdling enough to 
bring nightmare, and is sad enough to be heart- 
breaking. But there is humour in plenty, and Dr. 
Gann knows how to write. The arrival of a real 
doctor in Cayo was an event, and fees, he tells us, 
“varied a good deal with the commercial rating 
of the patient, ranging from a few sweet potatoes 
or corn cakes (the East End surgery fee), through 
a dozen eggs or a brace of parrots or pigeons 
(perhaps about the average general practitioner’s 
remuneration), up to a sucking pig or a couple 
of hens (the Harley Street consultant’s fee).’’ The 
main theme of the book, however, is the wonder- 
ful remains of ancient cities belonging to a vanished 
civilisation, among which the author and his com- 
panions explored, suffering many hardships, but 
apparently enjoying their extremely varied and 
often dangerous experiences. This is a tremend- 
ously alluring book, better than any fiction, and 
we only wish more space could be given to it.

Captain Morris writes with the restraint of a 
scholar and the enthusiam of a man of adventure. 
For the first time we have an authentic, detailed 
and coherent history of an aspect of the Great 
War hitherto never adequately treated. Evidently 
the work has been a labour of love. Heroes, 
living and dead, of the British Air Service are 
mentioned in detail in the very full description 
of their persistent and stubborn struggle against 
the German air offensive. A noteworthy feature 
is the revelation of the British measures of 
defence which ultimately conquered the picturesque 
Zeppelins and more deadly Gothas alike. German 
sources as well as British ones have been consulted, 
and are freely cited. While the Air Ministry has 
accepted no responsibility for facts and opinions 
presented by the author, he has received much 
help from its historical branch and_ other 
authoritative official sources, including the War 
Office, the Imperial War Museum and the Royal 
Aeronautical Society. There is a very full general 
index, a table covering particulars of airship and 
aeroplane attacks with dates and localities, six 
maps and twenty illustrations. Captain Morris is 
to be congratulated on his painstaking, thorough 
and thrilling book. Many of his pages are tinged 
with poignancy, pathos and romance. He suggests 
to the thoughtful reader that in the newest forms 
of warfare the old human factor tells.

A remarkable record by an American missionary, 
of his adventures with tigers and other big game, 
and with bandits in the Fuchien province of China. 
There is little said about mission work, but the book 
teems with records of the hunt and of the habits of 
wild life. On one occasion, following a tiger trail, he 
came across five at close quarters. He killed two 
and was left with an empty rifle and three prowling 
tigers, and yet he escaped. This adventure, written 
in the matter-of-fact style of the author, takes 
about half a page to relate. As a hunter of man- 
eating tigers he was always welcomed amongst the 
villages ravaged by these beasts, and able to take 
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the Bible and its messages where otherwise it would 
have been strictly taboo. The blue tiger is a rare 
type, which he hunted on and off for twelve months, 
finally coming across a fine specimen standing at the 
top of a steep slope. To have shot the beast would 
have meant danger to two lads at the bottom. He 
shifted the attention of the tiger from the lads to 
himself, and in so doing lost his only chance of obtaining 
this coveted specimen. His experiences with bandits are 
as remarkable as his hunting exploits. Fearlessness and 
a keen sense of fair play appealed to the bandits and 
Government Officials alike, so that he became mediator 
between the two, and brought about the pardon and 
the home return of four bands of outlaws. The 
description of bandit chiefs he came to know makes 
excellent reading.

It was an inspiration on the part of Messrs. Cassells to 
produce a new edition of the late Rev. Frank Marshall’s 
classic work on Rugby football, and Mr. Leonard R. Toss- 
will is to be congratulated on the way in which he has done 
his revision and enlargement. Thirty-three years have 
elapsed since Mr. Marshall’s book was first produced, 
and since then the great game has undergone an almost 
complete revolution. In 1892 teams were still playing 
three three-quarters; Yorkshire dominated the Rugby 
world; nobody ever dreamed that France would ever 
enter the international field. Since then not only has 
the four three-quarter line been developed, but the whole 
arrangement of the halves and the “‘ pack’’ has been 
altered ; the Northern Union has reduced Yorkshire to a 
shadow of its former football greatness, and more and 
more the game tends—and this is a pity—to become 
the monopoly of the public schools, the universities and the 
London clubs; and France has an international team 
that has to be reckoned with. For the old Rugby player, 
and the new Rugby player, this book will prove a mine of 
interest.

And the life of these 
very modern girls of the Rookery 
School is so woven up with a 
special and particular romance of 
the rooks that their ‘‘ caws ’’ seem 
like the burden to a rich song of 
young human life. The school- 
mistresses, and the group of girls 
who hold the stage, are made 
intensely alive, and the dominating 
influence of the team-spirit is well 
brought out. Peggy, the heroine, 
comes fresh to the school from 
the hands of an_ old-fashioned 
governess, and has everything to 
learn about games, traditions, and 
the intense enthusiasm for the 
honour of the school. She makes 
good without losing her 
individuality. The book 
will be recognised as a 
simply-drawn, realistic 
picture of to-day’s best 
schools— wholesome 
and vitalising.

Is it not something of a mistake 
to let a girl’s school story end on 
such a sad note as this one? We 
would have preferred it if Miss 
Talbot had kept death out of her ex- 
tremely well-written tale of youth, 
and youth’s courage and ambitions.

As the name im- 
plies it goes to many lands for its entertainment. Its 


stories and articles are excellent. Some 
of them point a moral, and others are 
sheer adventure—and good adventure 
too—telling of the work and endurance 
of the White Man in the dark places of 
the earth. Many of these stories will send 
the boy to his atlas and geography—dull 
things when one pores over them at 
school, but quite different when one 
searches for the path trodden by a boy 
not so much older than oneself. The 
title page with its proclamation “‘ It is 
for Boys,” held by a knight in armour, 
is happy with its finishing -sentence at 
the feet of Joan of Arc: ‘“‘ And for girls 
too,”’ for Joan of Arc is surely the patron 
saint of girlhood, and many a girl will 
trace the path of danger with as high a 
heart as her brother. Kipling has sung of 
‘“«the white man’s burden,’ and some of 
these tales will help young readers to a 
fuller understanding of that significant 
phrase. Its glimpses of foreign countries 
and their peoples supplement the variety 
and interest of its stories with a real
